The miners now on strike must immediately return 
to work on the basis of the President’s proposal. All 
miners have the duty to continue operation of the mines 
at full capacity to provide our war industries with coal. 
This is imperative to assure the weapons needed to crush 
the Axis. 

Lewis’ explanation of his refusal to submit the 
miners’ just demands to the WLB on the grounds that 
their case is “prejudged” is false and demagogic. The 
very fact that the government came forward with the 
proposal of a full-year work guarantee proves its desire 
for a settlement that would benefit the miners. The Presi- 
dent’s order for an investigation of prices in mining com- 
munities and strict enforcement of ceilings, though not 
yet fully meeting the situation, is further evidence that 
he intends to enforce his April 8 anti-inflation order. 

Lewis tries to hide his stab in the back of the war 
effort by again proposing that the President order the 
operators to resume direct negotiations. But this can- 
not be a serious proposal at this late hour, in this critical 
moment. These operators who after months of

DOUBLE-BARRELED triumph was re-

MOSCOW, April 30—We are 

meeting May First, 1943, knowing 
that difficult decisive battles lie 
ahead.

His 
tank columns are not yet sapped of 
their strength, but opposing his 
tank columns today there are al- 
ready no less strong anti-tank for- 
mations and guns. Last winter 
alone the enemy lost over 9,000 
tanks $n the Soviet-German front 
and more than 20,000 guns. 
‘Is the enemy able to make good 
these losses?

If his hands are not tied in the 
West, as was the case heretofore, 
he may still embark upon new ma- 
jor military adventures and begin 
an offensive on one or another sec- 
tor.
